GENEALOGY. 

[The  descent  of  Calvin  Locke  from  Dea.  William  Locke  the  first  emi- 
grant is  here  given,  from  the  Locke  Genealogy  compiled  by  John  G.  Locke, 
that  it  may  be  known  from  whom  the  family  sprung.] 

1  Dea.  William  Locke,  b.  London,  Eng.,  in  1628.  He 
came  to  this  country  when  he  was  six  years  of  age,  and  settled 
in  Wobiirn,  Mass.,  where  he  was  a  farmer  and  carpenter.  He 
was  a  deacon  in  the  Congregational  church  of  that  place.  He 
m.  Mary  Clark  of  VVoburn,  Dec.  27,  1655,  and  died  at  the  same 
place  June  16,  1720. 

2  James  Locke,  ninth  child  of  the  above,  was  b.  Woburn, 
Mass.,  Nov.  14,  1677.  He  m.  Sarah  Cutler,  Dec.  5,  1700,  and 
d.  Dec.  II,  1745.     He  was  also  a  farmer  in  Woburn. 

3  James  Locke,  second  child  of  the  next  above,  was  b. 
Woburn,  Mass.,  June  17,  1703,  and  m.  Elizabeth  Burnap,  Jan. 
II,  1727.  Settled  in  Hopkinton,  Mass.,  but  afterwards  removed 
to  Ashby,  Mass.  He  was  a  farmer,  and  d,  Ashby,  Sept.  i, 
1782. 

4  James  Locke,  second  child  of  the  next  above,  was  b. 
Hopkinton,  Mass.,  Nov.,  1729;  m.  Hannah  Farnsworth,  of  Gro- 
ton,  Mass.,  Dec.  17,  1753.  He  was  a  farmer  in  Ashby,  and 
Townsend,  Mass.,  but  removed  to  Sullivan,  N.  H.  about  1784, 
where  he  d.  Jan.  19,  1808.
